At tiie last meeting of the commission 
In Lockport tlic gentlemen named ap- 
plied to the State Board for permission 
to construct, maintain' nnd operate- the 
electric road 'for .which the' franchise has 
heca granted. It is pointed out that the 
to wim th, is no longer of any practical use 
to the State, as the* few craft which cut 
the waters of "the, canal are operated by 
steam. It has been shown, also," that litis 
towpath Is fifteen feet wide, beautifully 
level .and packed by years of standing 
and travel, an ideal roadbed for an elec- 
tric railroad.

Tho electric line to bo built will run 
over an almost level roadwny for n dis- 
tance of sixty-two miles, passing through 
the towns of Utlcn, Marseilles, Ottawa, 
Dresden, Morris, Au Snble and Clian- 
nahon, and entering Jollet and La Salle. 
At intervals of approximately twelve 
irilles the operating company will;. con- 
struct power houses. Where It Is possl- 
blo'the watcf 'power of the canal will be 
used for the operation of- the electric 
plants. Whore tula- In not possible etenm 
plants will be erected, and In every cubc 
where this is necessary coal la to, be .had' 
for' 'tlie digging. It' will lib possible, 
therefore,- to construct this line at the 
minimum cost, and to operate it at figures 
far. below those for, running any other' in 
the State. 

It Is claimed that capital without is be- 
hind' the measure; that one of the biggest 
electrical concerns In Ohicngo is deeply 
Interested; that John L. Norton of Jolie,t, 
a man of known wealth, who la president 
and practically the owner of the electric 
line now running between 'Lockport and 
Joliet, is one. of the mainstays, and that 
It Is the intent ton to ' eventually extend 
the line f rom Jollet to Chicago. 

The, Advance In Wheat; 

The chief wheat-producing countries 
of the wo rlcl ore the-Unltcd Stntcs, Rus- 
sia, India, the Argentine Republic and 
Australia. The countries which do not 
raise wheat enough to feed their peo- 
ple are obliged to supplement their 
hoirie supplies by Imports from, the 
countries named. 

It follows that any considerable de- 
ficiency in the crop of one or more coun- 
tries to whose surplus wheat other na- 
tions look for the supply of their ne- 
cessities, makes Itself felt in a more 
engcr demand for wheat from the coun- 
tries which have a surplus to' spare. 
This, In turn, means higher prices for 
the staple. 

Speculative movements may force 
prices up more rapidly than the condi- 
tions Justify, but a considerable' ad- 
vance- Is warranted by tho conditions 
named, provided, of course, that short- 
age In one quarter is not more thnn 
compensated for by unusually large 
crops elsewhere. 

TJie recent rapid rise In the price of 
American wheat Is easily explained by 
the natural laws of trade. We have 
■wlietit to'soll; and other nations which 
usually compete with ub, and by their 
competition keep prices down, either 
have no surplus worth mentioning to 
dispose of, or are actually compelled to 
Import wheat for the consumption of 
their, own 'people. Here Is the opportu- 
nity of the American wheat-grower, 
for whom !tlits year the conditions arc 
more 'favorable than for five years pre- 
viously. .; 

Argentina, Russia am! Australia have 
all had short crops, and India has been 
forced to ,buy wheat. There Is even 
some npprehensiou of a famine hi that 
country. 

.. There are no cdnsldera We surpluses 
from last year's harvests, nnd the stock 
In Europe on the firs* of October was 
smaller than for six years, previous. 
The crops In the' wheat-consuming, 
countries of Western Europe nre some- 
what better tlinn the average, but not 
so much ns to obvln<te the necessity of 
large imports. 

Corn rises In sympathy with wheat, 
Ik-cause It Is -used -instead of whent 
when wheat Is high. The European de- 
mand for corn has Increased staadlly 
for several years. Here ngnln, the.'eou- 
dltions.n're highly, fayorablc to Ameri- 
enn farmers, because we liavo'n "sur- 
plus from last year's crop,. and -tint t of 
this " year promises' to be" one'' of : tlio 
largest in our history.—!' outh'g Com- 
panion.

Stone was 
charged with assaulting Mrs. J. M: It. 
Green. Stone denied his guilt, hut the. 
evidence was overwhelmingly agnlnst 
him. Three attempts had previously 
been made to lynch him.

Detejatoi to'the Cincinnati Convention So 
Declare. 

„ One hundred and fifty delegates, : repro- 
■seuting twenty-seven States, assembled 
lit Cincinnati, when the national conven- 
tion of lumber Interests was called to or- 
der. Previous to .perfecting a temporary 
organization, Messrs, Judson and Defe- 
baugh made elaborate addresses, explain- 
ing the purpose of the'eonventlou, the re- 
quests for the call, and, the present condi- 
tion ' of the lumber business,' They - np- 
pcalcd to. the delegates froni the: South- 
ern ' States, which section'', was lnrgcly 
represented. Moat of the Southern dele- 
gates have been free-tradcrii, but, in re- 
sponding to the addresses ;o£. uUds6n,anu 
Dofebaughy these dclegtttos insisted that, 
if tliere'ls'to lie a protective tariff. 'lum- 
ber should not be discriminated against, 
and said they would do all they could to 
secure a tariff on lumber. They stated 
that all other articles used In connection 
with lumber in all sorts of construction 
were protected, and, that the lumber trade 
was now so depressed as to retinirc. relief. 
J. A. Freeman made a vigorous speech 
iiguinst the tariu" of ISO! as discriminat- 
ing against lumber and urging the con- 
vention to take such action as would se- 
cure just treatment to, the 'lumber Inter- 
ests In the tariff bill to be enacted by the 
coming Congress. White the purpose of 
tho convention was to secure a tariff on 
lumber, a permanent organlKat ion was 
also perfected for the general Interests 
oE lumbermen in the future. 



■ MASSACRE IN LUZON. 

Prlaonera Revolt and Kill £pan!«h Eotdleri, 
but Are Overpowered. 
A dispatch received . from Singapore 
says that the natives of Miudnuo Island, 
■one of the Philippine group, have re- 
volted, nnd that many of the native 
troops arc deserting to the iusurgents. 
It Is further stated that the situation at 
Manilla Is full of anxiety. Bands of In- 
surgents frequently approach that .town 
at night time nnd fire volleys. Into the 
place, A dispatch to the Spanish .Im- 
partial from Singapore admits that there 
has been a general massacre at Cnvite. 
the fortified seaport town of the Island 
of Luzon. It adds that 130 prisoners re- 
volted, killed six soldiers, seized arms, 
and tried to raise the native inhabitants 
against the garrison. Continuing,, these, 
udv.ices "say Unit the revolt ' failed, "the 
rovolters were shot down In the streets, 
and a general massacre followed during 
ihe.niplit. Scorcsof corpses were picked 
up and many of the prisoners who were 
recaptured were shot the following morn- 
ing. . 

WESTERN STOCKMEN AT \ WAR, 

Colorado Cattlemen and Wyoming Sheep- 
men. Having Trouble. 
The wnr between Colorado cattlemen 
and Wyoming sheepmen is again on. W. 
Ed wards, principal sheep owner in the 
region, has received two letters from 
the cattlemen, giving him sis days in 
which to remove his sheep from the dis- 
puted strip. Edwards replies that as a 
tax-payer In Routt County, Colorado, for 
twenty-two years, he proposes to make 
it stand, and recuses to be intimidated or. 
driven from the range. Trouble is an- 
ticipated. 

Coit Would 6c $20,000, 

The International meeting of the Salva- 
tion iirniy' at Carnegie Halt, New York, 
was attended by many dignitaries of the 
army, including Commander and Mrs.
